Vaccine 
Received 
This Week 


According to news released from 

the State Health Board at Jack- 
son this week, Dr A. L. Gray, an 
additional 90,000 doses of polio 
vaccine are being delivered to 
county health deparements over 
the, state, Dr. C. M. Shipp, Han- 
cock County Health officer, makes 
the following statement: 


Your County Health Depart- 
ment has been notified that a 
small allotment of polio vaccine 
will be delivered to this office in 
the next few days. We have pos- 
itive instructions not to give any 
booster or third shots to any child 
at this time. These shots will be 
givey later. It is to be used on 
children who have had one dose 
or who have had no shots at all 
in the age grup of one to \nine. 

Note: The first injection pre- 
vents 60% of crippling. The sec- 
ond injection gives an additional 
15% to 20% of protection. The 
third shot adds from 10% to 15% 
more protection. So long as we 
can’t get enough vaccine for the 
first and second injections for the 
more susceptible children, we 
logically must give more people 
the first and second -shots at the 
expense of giving booster injec- 
tions. 

Prospects: We believe that in 


April and May we will secure}. 


enough vaccine for ‘booster injec- 
tions of all who need it and make 
a good beginning on all children 
in the pre-school age group.

WOOL GROWERS 
APPLICATIONS DUE 
MAY 1, 1956 


Wool growers are reminded to 
get their applications for payment | 
under the wool program in the 
wail before May 1, 1956, if tbev 
want to get their incentive pay- 
ment this year. The reminder 
comes from Fitzhugh Lee, Chair- 
man of the Hancock County Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and Conser- 
vation Committee. 

According to the chairman, 
wool sales made after March 
31, 1955, and before April 1, 
1956, are eligible for payment 
this year provided the applica-! 
tion for payment with the neces- 
sary supporting information is in 
the mail before May 1. 

Wool growers are urged to be 
especially careful about provid- 
ing the required sales record 
when submitting applications. 
The sales record for shorn wool 
must show name and address of, 
buyer, date of sale, name and| 
address of producer, net weight’ 
of wool sold, and net proceeds 
to producer after normal deduc- 
tions. | 

Those who market lambs and! 
yearlings for slaughter must pro- 
vide bill of sale with name and 
address of slaughterer; date of 
sale; name and address of seller; 
and number, description, and net 
live weight of animals sold. They 
also must certify that the animals 
were purchased for slaughter, 
and that they had or had not been 
shorn at the time of sale. Thir- 
ty-day ownership is required to 
be eligible for payment.

Last year approximately $2,000 
was paid the City of Bay St.

Heitzmann said the Adminis- 
tration also pays the city a flat
